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INTRODUCING 


SAM HOUSTON 


He’s being hailed as a rising superstar in the mold of Barry Windham. 
But Sam Houston won’t be riding on the coattails of Windham’s 
reputation—he’s doing just fine all by himself, thank you 


Sam Houston, only 20 years old, plans to be 
number one before the end of the decade. 


TILL A FEW months away 

from his 20th birthday, Sam 
Houston looks at the videotape of 
a six-man match from the July 6 
“Great American Bash” card in 
Charlotte, North Carolina, with a 
mixture of awe, astonishment and 
disbelief. 
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“Is that really me?” Houston 
says as he sees himself covering 
Superstar Graham for the ‘three- 
count. “Doggone, | guess it is!” 

The pin, which Houston says is 
his finest moment yet as a wres- 
tler, came at the end of a turbu- 
lent six-man tag team match that 


pitted Houston, Manny Fernan- 
dez, and Buzz Tyler against the 
combination of Graham, Abdullah 
the Butcher, and Konga the 
Barbarian. 

“Man, look at me,’ Houston 
said with a laugh. “I look like the 
gangly new kid on the block!” 

In a sense, Houston is the new 
kid on the block. Sam is a young- 
ster with just about two years as a 
professional behind him, and he’s 
competing in the World Champi- 
onship area, which is jam-packed 
with top-notch competition and 
seasoned pros. 

It’s fortunate, therefore, that two 
of those pros have taken Houston 
under their collective wing. 

“lve been spending a lot of 
time these last couple of months 
training with Dusty Rhodes and 
Magnum T.A.,”” Houston ex- 
plained, “and believe me, it’s 
been some kind of experience. 


' They've been guiding me along, 


not so much trying to teach me all 
kinds of new moves and maneu- 
vers as much as trying to get me 
to harness my own _ natural 
abilities.” 

Those natural abilities, many 
say, will make Sam Houston the 
Barry Windham of the 1990s—or 
perhaps even 1986 or ’87! 

“| know about all the compari- 
sons to Barry,” Houston said.

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Houston, whose build is similar to Barry 
Windham’s, is also a practitioner of the bull- 
dog headlock. Sam has been aided greatly 
by his training sessions with Dusty Rhodes 
and Magnum T.A. The Waco, Texas, native 
hopes to crack the World Championship 
area top 10 soon. 

“It’s kind of flattering, | guess. A 
lot of it I’m sure has to do with my 
build. At 6’2’”” and 218 pounds, 
I’m tall and lanky, just .like “Barry. 
And | have to admit with all mod- 
esty, my bulldog is a pretty strong 
move.” 

Houston was born on October 
11, 1965, and grew up in Waco, 
Texas. It wasn’t until he was 
about nine or 10 years old, 
though, that he began to pay 
close attention to professional 
wrestling. 

“My favorites were Bill Watts, 
Grizzly Smith, and Dusty 
Rhodes,’ Houston says. “These 
men were my inspiration. They all 
stood for more than just going out 
there and winning a match. They

stood for ideals. They all tran- 
scended the sport. They’re really 
the ones who inspired me to get 
involved in the sport. That’s why, 
in one respect, it’s pretty strange 
to be able to say that Dusty is 
helping me in my training. It's 
really like a dream come true—an 
American dream come true!” 

In junior high school, Houston 
joined the wrestling team and re- 
mained in scholastic competition 
through high school. His excel- 
lence on the school team led to a 
tryout with an amateur wrestling 
club at the age of 17. 

“| was terrified,” Houston ad- 
mits. “Il had a friend who got to 
try out for the Dallas Cowboys. 
He kept telling me how one 
minute he thought he was going 
to fail, then the next minute he 
thought he’d be great, and then 
the third minute he was thinking 
about failure again. He was a 
mental basket case for weeks. | 


don’t think | was that bad, but | 
was pretty nervous.” 

Houston made the team, which 
traveled throughout the Midwest, 
the South, and the Southeast. 
And it was while he was on the 
road with the wrestling club that 
he first met one of his idols, Dusty 
Rhodes. 

“| was in Shreveport, Louisiana, 
and Dusty came out to the ama- 
teur matches to check things 
out,” Houston explained. ‘He 
stayed on to meet the team after 
the matches, and | got to talking 
with him. | was pretty nervous 
then, too! But | felt great, because 
Dusty told me that he liked my 
style, and he gave me the phone 
number for Eddie Graham. | 
called Eddie a couple of weeks 
later, and talk about confidence— 
he said that any friend of Dusty’s 
is a friend of his, and he would 
give me a chance. | really felt 
great when | heard that!” 

Graham gave Houston his first 
match, which took place on Sep- 
tember 13, 1983, in Tampa, Flori- 
da. The opponent was Charlie 
Cook, and Houston lost the bout. 

“It never really bothered me 
that | lost my debut match,” 
Houston said. “It gave me a 
sense of humility right off the bat 
that | think is important if you 
want to be a _ successful pro. 
Knowing that you can lose is go- 
ing to make you work that much 
harder to win. And believe me, 
with Dusty and T.A. backing me, 
I’m working pretty hard these 
days. 

“If people are comparing me to 
Barry Windham today, let ’em just 
wait,’ Houston says with a smile. 
“! aim to be far, far better than 
Windham.” 

With two teachers of the caliber 
of Rhodes and T.A. helping to 
guide Houston’s development, his 
aim should be very true indeed. C)

lL” Thesz was 12 in 1928, the year he attended his first wrestling match and watched 
in boyish wonder as Ed “Strangler”? Lewis defeated Joe Stecher for the NWA title. 
The match left Thesz flush with enthusiasm and, as he has admitted several times, changed 
the course of his life. Thesz remembers going to sleep during the frigid nights of the Great 
Depression dreaming about the impressive, golden belt that the referee slipped around 
Londos’ waist, fantasizing that someday that belt would be his. 

As an 18-year-old, Thesz’s natural strength and fluidity of motion impressed the legendary 
Strangler Lewis enough to have Lewis take him under his care. In 1937, Lewis turned Thesz 
loose on the NWA champion, Everett Marshall. Three hours and 30 minutes later Thesz’s 
adolescent dream became real as the gold belt was placed around his waist—although he was 
too beaten up to enjoy the moment. 

It didn’t matter. Thesz would repeat that moment five more times in his illustrious career, 
spending close to 15 years as the NWA champion. He retired in 1967 to a career in real estate, 
although he has on occasion donned the tights and has always kept close tabs on the sport. 
As part of The Wrestler’s anniversary celebration, Senior Editor Bill Apter spoke with

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LARRY ZBYSZKO 
CAN’T HOLD ON 
TO A TITLE 


Larry Zbyszko suffers from delusions of 
grandeur, yet he has been unable to hold 

on fo a major championship for more than 
a few months. The question is will he ever, 
or will his hatred for everything around — 
him cause him to self-destruct? 


SSUMING THAT THE real 
Aw of any wrestler lies in 

his ability to capture and de- 
fend a title, then Larry Zbyszko ain't 
worth an umbrella in a_ blizzard. 
Zbyszko has held three titles in his 
erratic career and held on to them 
for a total of seven months. One of 
those titles, the National champion- 
ship, Zbyszko purchased amidst a 
heap of controversy, and was able to 
keep for all of 14 days. 

Yet any wrestling fan with one 
good eye and half an ear knows 
Larry Zbyszko to be among the most 
feared and devastating wrestlers to 
emerge in the past 15 years. They 
know Zbyszko to be the man who 
caused Bruno Sammartino to bow in 
pain and, many insist, hasten the 
“Living Legend's” retirement from 
the ring. 

So why, while dozens of lesser 
men are able to maintain titles of all 
sorts, has the sport handcuffed Larry 
Zbyszko? What is it in Zbyszko’s na- 
ture and temperament that has pre- 
vented him from translating his obvi- 
ous skill into the shine and Pf aR Oa ee Photos by 
substance of a championship belt? <a Chaz Fenn 
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On the_one hand, Zbyszko is 
wrestling’s John McEnroe—their mu- 
tual arrogance notwithstanding—in 
regard to their inabilities to capture 
certain titles. McEnroe’s only Achilles 
heel being Roland Garros, scene of 
the French Open, while Zbyszko’s 
failures are more geographically 
complex—every arena has proven 
unfriendly to Zbyszko in his champi- 
onship encounters. 

Explanations are as plentiful as 
strings on a tennis racket or stitches 
on a cut opened by a foreign object. 

Pressure supplanting skill. Both 
McEnroe and Zbyszko obviously 
have the skills necessary to win, but 
the pressures accompanying their title 
tilts have been paralyzing. How else 
can one account for the crumbling 
John McEnroe underwent when, up 
two sets to none against a weaken- 
ing Ivan Lendl in the 1984 French 
Open finals, he dropped the next 
three sets without resistance. Or, 
how does one explain Larry Zbys- 
zko’s domination of Bob Backlund 
during a 1980 battle for the WWF 
championship that ended with Back- 
lund’s inexplicable pin of Zbyszko? 

They don’t want it bad enough. 
It’s hard to believe that beth of 
these men would stop at anything to 
silence the shipload of critics that 
have haunted them since day one of 
their careers. At least McEnroe has 
Wimbledon, Forest Hills, and Austra- 
lia to fall back upon. Owning the 
Americas title for three months is 
hardly an occasion to boast. Believe 
us, Zbyszko wants it, perhaps more 
than anyone in wrestling. 

Feuds. In the 1980 finals of Wim- 
bledon and the French Open, 
McEnroe jumped out to an early 
lead against archrival, Bjorn Borg, 
only to watch like a spectator as 
Borg thundered back to victory in 
both matches. The glacial demeanor 
of Borg, combined with McEnroe’s 
urgent struggle to remove the Swed- 
ish monkey from his back, contribut- 
ed to McEnroe simply falling apart. 
He played the personality rather 
than the opponent. Zbyszko’s entire 
career—post Bruno—has been one

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of constant feuding, of allowing 
emotions to overwhelm ring skills 
and being unable to separate bitter- 
ness and excellence. As long as 
Zbyszko allows his hostility to cloud 
his strategy, he'll continue pining for 
a championship. 

On the other hand (we left the 
one hand suspended in tangent 
about four paragraphs back), Larry 
Zbyszko might belong to that intem- 
perate minority of wrestlers who 
could not care less about titles, belts, 
and other such adornments. “I don’t 
give a good goddamn about titles,” 
he barked in reply to our question. 
“Titles are for idiots like Sgt. Slaugh- 
ter. Men like him need labels. They 
need medals. They need fans cheer- 
ing for them like bleating sheep. 
They are so insecure that without 
constant public approval they cry. 
Like little children. 

“So | can’t hold on to a belt, can 
I? Who needs a belt? They're confin- 
ing. With belts come rules. All of a 
sudden you have old men telling 
you when to defend it, how often, 
and against who. | need that? Titles 
are for wimps without direction. 
They're for people who need to be 
pointed in the right direction their 
whole lives.

paid. And believe me—if | felt it 
were necesary to confirm my great- 
ness by winning a world title, | 
would do it. It’s easy. It’s no 
problem.” 

By attempting to shift the empha- 
sis away from a championship’s im- 
portance, Zbyszko is doing just the 
opposite. One need only review the 
films of his match against Sgt. 
Slaughter to understand how cata- 
strophic it was to Zbyszko’s ego to 
lose his Americas title to’ the Ser- 
geant. And how can Zbyszko ac- 
count for the $25,000 he once paid 
Killer Brooks to buy the National ti- 


tle? He refused to comment on ei- 
ther issue, although the answer is 
quite clear. 

What Larry Zbyszko needs is a 
manager strong enough to handle 
his runaway ego and penchant for 
self-destruction. A good manager 
would channel Zbyszko’s hostility 
into productive methods of action, 
which should result in a lengthy, vi- 
cious—this is Larry Zbyszko we're 
talking about—and satisfying title 
reign. But Zbyszko must recognize 
his lack of self-discipline himself, 
since no one is breaking down his 
door to help. O 
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There may be stranger things in heaven and earth, but none more sur- 
prising than what happened on a warm, summer night in Shelby, North 
Carolina. That’s when Rick Morton and Robert Gibson, overmatched 
and outweighed, and coming off the shattering loss of their Mid-South 
tag team title, defeated the Ivan Koloff and Krusher Khrushchev to win 
the NWA World tag team title 


N THE DRESSING ROOM, tying 

to find cover from the cascade of 
champagned effervescence, Robert Gib- 
son beamed the mischievous smile 
that’s sent girls in all 50 states scream- 
ing with boppyish glee, and said to no 
one in particular, “This is the happiest 
day of my life!” 

Such is the unpredictable nature of 
professional wrestling—and of the lives 
of professional athletes—that just three 
short months before, Morton and Gib- 
son were relics on the athletic junk 
heap. Without the benefit of an injury or 
any other physical excuse to hide be- 
hind, The Rock ’n’ Roll Express had 
slowed from a team generally recognized 
one of the two or three quickest in the 
country, to one best described by the 
adjectives “lethargic” and “careless.” 

Before their match against Steve 
‘Dr. Death” Williams and Ted DiBiase 
for the Mid-South tag team title, Rick 
Morton was quoted as saying, “Hey, 
we've wrestled men like them before. 
We both know what to expect. Bobby 
and I are ready for any kind of action. 
We'll handle them.” 

They then went out and had about 
the worst night of their career and lost 
their Mid-South belts to the hungry 
duo of DiBiase and Williams. 

The music, as one headline 
screamed after the loss, had certainly 
died, Morton and Gibson appeared list- 
less in their next several matches, 
prompting announcer Gordon Solie, a 
longtime follower of the duo, to make 
a comparison between them and an- 
other young team who had lost their 
championship belts. 

“The Rock ’n’ Roll Express are go- 
ing through exactly what [WWF tag 
team champions] Barry Windham and 
Mike Rotundo went through after they 
lost to The Iron Sheik and Nikolai 
Volkoff. Losing a championship is as 
devastating as winning a championship 
can be uplifting. For a young team, 
handling the first big loss is very im- 
portant. Windham and Rotundo 
bounced back. I suspect Morton and 
Gibson will, too.” 


Solie proved his prescience when on ° 


July 9 Rick Morton flew off the top 
rope to pin a stunned Ivan Koloff for 
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it 7:

the NWA ‘World tag team title. Koloff 
was defending the title that night with 
Krusher Khruschshev, as his nephew 
Nikita had a prior commitment in an- 
other city. The absence of Nikita cer- 
tainly hurt the team, but -given the 
Rock ’n’ Rolls’ horrible performances 
as of late, it's plain what was going 
through Ivan’s head. A quick match 
against two opponents in the throes of 
a bad slump. In and out for an easy 
victory. Better off saving Nikita for The 
Road Warriors, 

For Ivan Koloff, July 9th evolved 
into a rare and costly lapse in judg- 
ment. Koloff, like so many others, had 
written The Rock ’n’ Roll Express off 
as dead. It was a mistake, as Robert 
Gibson explained, that he and Morton 
had welcomed. 

“We knew that we were a lot better 
than they were at wrestling. That’s 
one of the reasons we got this title 
shot. We knew the Koloffs were look- 
ing for a breather in between bouts 
with The Road Warriors. We knew 
that, under the right circumstances, we 
could take ‘em. 

“When we found out that Nikita

wouldn’t be part of the team, we took 
it as an omen. Khrushchev is tough, 
but he’s no Nikita. The timing was 
right. It was a very tough match. We 
had to take it to them. Create our own 
breaks. I don’t think Ivan Koloff has 
ever been that surprised in his life.” 

Koloff had to experience an uncom- 
fortable sensation of deja vu. It wasn’t 
very long ago that he lost the NWA 
belts to Dusty Rhodes and Manny Fer- 
nandez while teaming with another 
expatriot American, Don Kemodle. Af- 
ter the loss, their relationship quickly 
degenerated into a lethal and bloody 
feud. Koloff refused to comment on 
what this loss meant to the team of 
Khrushchev, Koloff, and Koloff, al- 
though Nikita was enraged at the loss. 

“Something wrong! Something 
wrong!” he thundered. “Something not 
very good, here. Something smells very 
bad. No one pins uncle Ivan. Especial- 
ly some puny American punk. There is 
something very wrong and Nikita Ko- 
loff will find out what it is.” 

It was plain from the start that The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express had rolled back 
the calendar. The execution of their 
free-flying techniques brought back 
memories of Gibson and Morton of 
seven months ago. They tagged with 
grace and speed, combined an effective 
offense at the same time they were 
deflecting Koloff and Khrushchev’s 
power moves with a quickness that the 
Russians were obviously unprepared 
for. 

In the end, as it is with most wres- 
tling matches, it came down to who 
wanted it more. Robert Gibson and 
Ricky Morton were after more than a 
victory, after more than even a title. 
This match was a restorative. It was 
vindication, and judging from the 
smiles that lit the dressing room follow- 
ing the match, it was vindication of the 
sweetest kind. 

The blame will eventually fall not on 
Ivan Koloffs ability as a wrestler and 
manager, but on his insistence in be- 
friending men of communist sympa- 
thies without the appropriate Russian 
origins. The lesson for Ivan Koloff will 
not be leamed in the ring—he simply 
must learn to choose better friends. 1

HE LATE GRAND WIZARD, 
nefarious mastermind of 
wrestling strategy, could talk for 
hours about the role of managers 
in professional wrestling.

either the Wizard was indeed a 
managerial mesmirist or that his 
wrestlers were not entirely 
incompetent. 

Either way, the role of manag- 
ers in professional wrestling has 
been debated pro, and con since 
the first manager accompanied a 
wrestler to the ring. There can be 
no doubts, though, for better or 
worse, that these cain-raising (and 
cane-wielding), | motor-mouthed, 
and pompous brats have changed 
the face of professional wrestling 
forever. The tactics of men like 
Freddie Blassie, Jim Cornette, 
Sheik Adnan Al-Kaissie, and Pre- 
cious Paul Ellering have caused 
many wrestlers to alter or com- 
pletely change their strategy. 
Through devices that. are neither 
legal nor moral, these managers 
have won titles for their men, 
caused injuries to many unsus- 
pecting wrestlers, and taken from 
the sport the meaning of fair and 
equal competition. 

Over the years, many wrestlers 
have risen up in protest over such 
interference, but little in the way of 
official sanction has ever been en- 
forced. Managers enjoy a free 
reign in, near, and around the 
ring and no one, it seems, can do 
anything about it. 

Of course, Hulk Hogan has 
carved a multimillion-dollar career 
out of doing what no one else 
seems able to do, and Hogan has 
finally become fed up with the le- 
niency that managers enjoy

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IC FLAIR LOOKED at the words 

printed on the piece of poster 
board and smiled. He took a mark- 
ing pen into his hand and proudly 
signed his name at the bottom. The 
pen scratched across the board with 
bold strokes of self-assurance, and 
one was immediately reminded of 
John Hancock's signature on the 
Declaration of Independence. 

The analogy was appropriate, for 
the document Flair signed was 
something of a declaration of his 
own independence—not from an op- 
pressive British crown government, 
of course, but from a trio of brothers 
from Denton County, Texas. 

Flair placed the cap on the pen 
and smiled. 

“Let's just hope that the Von 
Erichs take this in the spirit with 
which it is intended,” the NWA 
World champion said. “This is a 
friendly warning, a warning that I’m 
making for their own good. If | have 
to step into the ring with the Von 
Erichs as often in the next six 
months as | have in the past six 
months, there’s going to be trouble. 
Big trouble. Someone is going to get 
hurt, and it won't be me.” 

Flair’s. aggravation at having wres- 
tled the Von Erichs so many times in 
recent months is well founded,

though applicable really to only Ker- 
ry and Kevin, 

Indeed, it seems that whenever 
Flair’s schedule of title defenses 
takes him to Texas (which it does on 
an average of two days per month), 
there’s a better than 80 percent 
chance that the champion will find 
himself defending the title against ei- 
ther Kerry or Kevin Von Erich. 

The mathematics is ‘simple: Two 
days per month multiplied by six 
months. That's a total of 12 match 
contracts, about 10 of which had a 
Von Erich signature at the bottom. 
But Flair has faced the Von Erichs 
in title matches that have occurred 
in other than Texas arenas. A few 
examples: 

@ Honolulu, Hawaii; February 13, 
1985; Ric Flair defended his. title 
against Kerry Von Erich. 

@St. Louis, Missouri; March 29, 
1985; Ric Flair succesfully defended 
his title, albeit by disqualification, 
against Kerry Von Erich. 

@ Tampa, Florida; May 7, 1985; Ric 


Flair was disqualified but retained his 


title in a match against Kerry Von 
Erich. 

@St. Louis, Missouri; May 12, 
1985; Ric Flair defended his title 
against Kevin Von Erich. 

“Kerry is the absolute worst,” Flair 
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said. “The guy hounds me like a kid 
sister tagging along after her older 
brother who goes off to play base- 
ball with his friends. If I’ve wrestled 


Kerry once in six months I've wres- - 


tled him a dozen times. 

‘The problem with Kerry is that 
he’s had a taste of the champion- 
ship,” Flair continued, “Once you've 
been to the top of the mountain, 
you get accustomed to the view 
very, very quickly, you know what 
Im saying? But there’s only room for 
one man at the top, and that’s me. 
And | enjoy this view, and I’m not 
about to share it with anyone, least 
of all Kerry. 

“Kerry beat me once, and that’s 
what's keeping him going. Frankly, | 
think I’ve been more than gracious 
in giving him all these return title 
matches, but he’s not going to beat 
me again. It just won’t happen. 

“Then you have Kevin, who thinks 
he can duplicate the flukey success 
his brother was lucky enough to en- 


joy,” Flair said. “But he can’t. There’s 
no way. And then the World Class 
area commissioners are getting to- 
gether to give that upstart puppy 
Mike a title shot.” 


During his latest swing through the World Class area, Kevin Von Erich received the majority 
of title defenses against Flair. For their own good, Flair says, the Von Erichs should forget 
about the NWA title. Flair takes Kevin down with a suplex (top) and delivers a vicious knee 
to the face (below). 


Flair laughed heartily. 

“Look, | don’t care about the fact 
that the World Class officials and 
commissioners conspire to give a 
Von Erich a title shot before they 
give one to Chris Adams or Gino 
Hernandez. That’s okay. But | want 
to ask just one question: How many 
times must a man take a beating 
before he realizes that he’s just not 
going to defeat me? Hey, for Kerry 
Von Erich the number must be into 
the hundreds! Kevin is a little smart- 
er, maybe it'll only take 20 or 30 
matches before he’s through. Mike’s 
a puppy, I'll break his spirit in about 
a half dozen. 

“See, I've got more than the Von 
Erichs to contend with,” Flair ex- 
plained. “There are a lot of men 
standing in line to challenge me for 
the belt. Do you think | should give 
Kerry Von Erich rematch number 87 
before | give a title match to Dusty 
Rhodes? Or Magnum T.A.2 Or Wa- 
hoo McDaniel? Or Nikita Koloff? Or 
Billy Jack Haynes? Or Bobby Jaggers 
or Bob Armstrong or Tommy Rich? 
Hell no! 

“And there’s only one way to get 
the Von Erichs off my back, and 
that’s to carry my offense one step 
further,” Flair said ominously. “I’m 
going to have to start doing more 
than wrestling to win; I’m going to 
have to wrestle to hurt. And when | 
do that, people: get injured. Some- 
times they don’t come back into the 
ring for months. 

“And that’s why I'm starting this 
petition. Because | knoW how much 
the Von Erichs pander to the fans, 
and | know how much the fans 
would hate to see their precious lit- 
tle Von Erichs’ faces dirtied. So this 
is their last chance. If enough fans 
add their names to my petition, may- 
be | won't have to go so hard on 
those pretty boys. 

“But if they don’t ...”

Jim Garvin looked at his broth- 
ers celebrated fist and sud- 
denly his memory was refreshed. 
Jim Garvin would fight Rick Martel 
for the AWA championship in a 
heartbeat, but putting up the 
dukes against his older brother on 
the 39th floor at five in the mom- 
ing was certainly out of the ques- 
tion. A thin smile creased his lips. 
“Ronnie, baby,” Jim said extend- 
ing his hand in a parody of friend- 
ship, “glad to have you aboard.” 

Later that night at the arena, the 


reunited Garvins didn’t show 
much brotherly love toward Gino 
Brito Jr. and Dino Bravo as they 
assaulted the Canadian fan favorites 
with a fast-paced aggressive at- 
tack. Ronnie retwmed the boos of 
the partisan crowd with an ex- 
tremely vicious beating of Brito Jr., 
while Jimmy and Precious kept 
Bravo occupied. 

Afterward, as they posed for 
pictures in the dressing room, 
Ronnie Garvin told reporters why 
he is risking his favorable reputa- 
tion by helping his brother. 

“As you all know, I lost my Na- 
tional title in a loser-leave-town 
match to Black Bart and it really

had me down for a while. Then I 
just said the hell with it. I lost one 
thing—which is ail my title was 
when you get right down to it—a 
thing, a belt, an accessory—and I 
tried to regain something that real- 
ly is important.” 

Ronnie Garvin put an arm 
around his brother and Precious. 
“Last year I was so disgusted with 
these two that I hung up on Jimmy 
and refused to see them. I was 
selfish. I felt that because Jimmy 
broke the rules, because he was 
so flamboyant, and because he 
kept company with this young 
lady”—he nodded toward Pre- 
cious; she blushed and looked 
down at the ground—“that I 
couldn’t lower myself to associate 
with him. My own brother and I 
couldn’t associate with him. I had 
the fans to think about. 

“My fans are still important to 
me, but losing the belt taught me 
how fleeting some things are in 
life. Fame, adoration, money— 
these things come and go. But 
your family, hey, you’re stuck with 
them forever, so you might as well 
make the best of it. 

“When I learned that Jimmy was 
up here and having a little trouble 
with Brito and Bravo, I called him 
and told him I'd be on the next 
flight up here.” He winked at his 
brother. “Jimmy had a little trouble 
believing that my intentions were 
pure, but we straightened that out 
last night. Didn’t we little brother?” 

“Oh yeah,” chimed Jimmy, “oh 
yeah. We got everything pretty as 
a picture. Pretty as a Rembrandt. 
With my brother here by my side, 
we will shortly and in no time at all 
dominate Canadian wrestling. 
Then we will go south and pay 
back all of those men who mis- 
treated me in the United States. © 
The Garvins are back, friends, and 
as the saying goes, we are better 
than ever! Ain’t that night big 
brother?” 

Ronnie Garvin’s smile reeked 
with satisfaction. “Whatever you 
say Jimmy. Whatever you say.” () 
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CAN HARDLY count the number 

of times I sat up in the cheap 
seats at the old Madison Square 
Garden and watched matches fea- 
turing a couple of guys by the 
names of Victor Rivera and Gorilla 
Monsoon. 

I remember Rivera’s feud with 
Fred Blassie, which led to some of 
the bloodiest matches I've ever 
seen. | remember Monsoon’s title 
matches with Bruno Sammartino. | 
remember when Monsoon, a close 
friend of Pedro Morales’, ran into 
the ring to save him from a two-on- 
one attack at the hands of Fred 
Blassie and Lou. Albano. 

And I remember a day an even 
dozen years ago when | traveled 
3,000 miles to California, the land 
of milk and, honey (maybe not in 
reality, but that’s what so many 
teenage starlets-in-waiting felt it to 
be), to see what remains in my 
mind one of more unusual confron- 
tations of the entire decade of the 
"70s. 

Gorilla Monsoon and Victor Rive- 
ra were close friends, but they 
were both intrigued about the possi-

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bility of wrestling each other. Even 
back then, however, the WWF was 
reluctant to match fan favorites 
against each other, and the match 
was not made. After Victor Rivera 
left the WWF and had established 
himself in Los Angeles, he called 
Monsoon and told him that the 
NWA would gladly sanction a 
match between the two. It would 
be a match to remember because it 
didn’t turn out to be the scientific

encounter that 
anticipated. 
About 10 minutes into the match, 
a fan threw a crumpled beer cup 
into the ring, aiming his misguided 
projectile at Monsoon’s head. The 
cup fell short of its target, and in 
fact had the opposite effect that the 
fan intended: Monsoon grabbed the 
cup and used it to gouge away at 
Rivera’s left eye. The way Monsoon 
was wrestling brought me back to 


the days when the 400-pounder 
warred with Bruno Sammartino 
and was generally regarded as the 
most sadistic man in the sport. 

Yes, Monsoon was certainly ca- 
pable of becoming unhinged—and 
when that large a man comes un- 
hinged, the resulting impact is an 
awesome sight to behold. 

But kudos as well to Rivera, who 


_was eminently capable of keeping 


the hefty Monsoon under control. 
Which brings to mind the second 
great memory of this match: Rivera 
capturing Monsoon in the abdomi- 
nal stretch! The only comparable 
event I can come up with was 
when Carlos Colon captured Abdul- 
lah the Butcher in the figure-four at 
Starrcade ’83 in Greensboro, North 
Carolina. Part of the defense of 
these big men is that they're so big 
you just can’t put them in any kind 
of a hold. But Rivera rose to the 
occasion, and admirably so. 

And that’s the bottom line about 
professional wrestling: rising to the 
occasion in an even matchup of su- 
perstar athletes. When it happens 
(and it seems to be happening less 
and less these days), it’s a thing of 
beauty to behold. 

Such was the case back in 
1973. C)

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Russian plans for supremacy destroyed: When Rick Morton and 
Robert Gibson, also known as The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express, captured the 
NWA World tag team title from the Russian triumverate of Ivan 
Koloff, Nikita Koloff, and Krusher Khrushchev, the Russians’ plans for 
NWA domination were virtually obliterated. And. while Nikita still 

: hopes to unseat NWA World champi- 
on Ric Flair, it appears as if the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls have already firmly estab- 
lished themselves on the NWA World 
tag team scene. 

As a result, the Russians have 
dropped completely out of the tag 
team ratings in this issue, and are not 
even rated among the top 15 tag 
teams in this month's edition of /n- 
side Wrestling. 

"This tag team rating is one more 
example of American conspiracy to 

—- keep Koloffs and Khrushchev from 
Nikita Koloff claiming rightful supremacy in wres- 
tling world,” Ivan Koloff reacted. “Morton and Gibson beat us by 
fluke, and we are not going to stand for this long. We will take care 
of so-called Rock ‘n’ Rolls, and we will regain the belts very soon, It 
is Outrage that we are not even rated as number one contenders to 
their title!” 


And speaking of the number one contenders ...: Dennis Condrey 
and Bobby Eaton—The Midnight Express—were ranked in the number 
13 spot last month, and were slated as the number two contenders 
to the National tag team title (though The Wrestler only publishes 
the top 10 tag teams each month, Inside Wrestling’s top 15 listing is 
compiled at the same time). 

This month, though, Condrey and Eaton have jumped three 
notches to number 10, and are rated as contenders to the NWA 
World tag team title rather than the National tag team title. 

“As soon as The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express cashed in on their luck for 
this decade,” said The Midnight Express’ manager Jim Cornette, “we 
immediately switched the nature of our campaign in the World 
Championship area. Morton and Gibson are like a couple of plums, 
just ripe for the picking. I-can guarantee that with Loverboy Dennis 
and Beautiful Bobby in the World Championship area, the Rock ‘n’ 
Rolls’ title reign will be a very short one.” 


No relation to Gary Hart ... or Jimmy Hart ... or Brett Hart ...: 
Jack Hart, the man who distinguished himself in Florida by running 
his win-loss record to a not-so-distinguished 0-131 before clocking 
his first victory, has added a very significant victory to his record. On 
July 23, 1985, Jack made it to the final round of a tournament in 
Tampa, Florida, to determine a new Florida champion. In that final 
round, Jack wrestled Mike Graham—and won the title. 

“I have to give a lot of the credit to my manager, Percy Pringle,” 
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Hart said. “He's taught me a lot. Hey—! may not have a lot of wins 
to my credit, but I’m making them all count! This win over Graham 
marks a new start in my career. Forget about that 0-131 crap. Months 
from now, my record will be 131-0—and they'll all be successful title 
defenses!” 

As a result of his title victory, Jack Hart is now ranked in the 
traditional spot for the Florida champion: number two in Florida. 
That places him right behind Southern champion Rick Rude. 

“Hell,” Hart added, “| may even have Pringle petition for a title 
match with Flair!” 


Down memory lane: From time to time, “Ratings Analysis” will take 
a look back (but not too far back) in the history of wrestling and 
examine some of the developments in professional wrestling as 
reflected by our ratings system. 
This time, we look back two years 
to the ratings as published in the 
November 1983 edition of The 
Wrestler. 

The Road Warriors were ranked 
number six in the tag team ratings 
... Hulk Hogan wasn’t rated any- 
where at all! ... Junkyard Dog was 
North American champion, and 
was rated number one in the 
Mid-South ... Rick Martel was 
ranked number one in the AWA, 
just a step away from the title he 
holds today ... Roddy Piper was 


Junkyard Dog 
number five in the Most Popular category! ... The Pacific Northwest 
boasted some fine talent, including Curt Hennig, Rip Oliver, Playboy 
Buddy Rose, Brian Adidas, and Billy Jack. 


Odds and ends; Missouri State heavyweight champion Jerry Black- 
well drops from number two to number 10 in the NWA this month, 
mainly due to his glaring lack of title defenses ... Terry Taylor may 
have dropped out of the top 10 in the NWA, but he’s working to 
reestablish himself in that category; Taylor enters the World Champi- 
onship ratings this month in the number five spot, and if his success 
there is anything like his success in the Mid-South and Mid-South- 
ern areas, Terry should be challenging Ric Flair and riding high atop 
the NWA ratings again very soon ... Buck Zumhofe has returned to 
the AWA, cracking into those ratings in the number six position ... 
This issue marks the 12th consecutive month that The Road Warriors 
have been ranked as the number one tag team in the world— 
remarkable!

UNFAIR TO JAGGERS 

I'd like to comment on the “X-Ray” 
of Bobby Jaggers in the August 
1985 issue of The Wrestler. 

Bruno Sammartino and Verne 
Gagne should look at the facts before 
they judge too harshly. 

Sammartino said Bobby hasn't 
traveled the country and has ‘‘spent 
most of his career in the Pacific 
Northwest.”

on. I respected the title because I 
knew how hard it was for me to 
win it and how quickly I could lose 
it. Flair treats it with contempt. He 
never fears losing the title, because 
he has no pride. He'll disqualify 
himself whenever he is in danger of 
being pinned. That’s something no 
one in my era would have done. 
Flair has the talent to be one of the 
greatest champions of all time, yet 
he seems to be a rather poor care- 
taker of his talent. Choosing the 
easy way does not a great champi- 
on make. 


: Are you bitter about the wide- 


spread appeal that some of these 
“brawlers” have enjoyed lately 
now that a lot of them have affili- 
ated themselves with rock ’n’ roll? 


: ’m not a bitter man. I enjoyed 


tremendous success all over the 
world. And I make more money 
now from my business interests 
than I did in the ring, so I’m not 
bitter over the millions of dollars 
that wrestlers with half my skill 
make. Disappointed is a_ better 
word. Wrestling was a proud sport 
in my day.

a dozen other ways. 

Q: Are there any positive things to 
happen to wrestling in the past 20 
years?

The wres- 
tlers’ personalities have added a lot 
to the sport. As long as they leave 
the talk behind when they get into 
the ring and show they can wrestle, 
I don’t think any harm can come 
out of having a little bit of charis- 
ma. Plus, there are more daring 
moves than there were in my day. 
Some of these guys fly around the 
ring like they have wings. Wrestling 
today is still the most exciting sport 
in the world.

I guess he feel it’s 
better to lose a little dignity than to 
lose $30,000.”

Those toura- 
ments saw Rick Rude capture the 
Southem belt, while Jack Hart won 
the Florida title with a little help 
from his manager, Percy Pringle.
